of course, all other classes are the losers. In 
this bank and bond system which constitutes the 
base and substance of our currency affairs the 
people lose just what the bond-holders gain. 
The banker invests ten cents and draws interest 
on a whole dollar. No other man can do that. 
And so long as the banker can extract from the 
community interest on nothing the real capital- 
ist must forego interest on his money invested 
in business to just that extent which the banker 
draws interest on nothing. 

‘‘What has that to do with specie payment?” 
Why, the higher the premium the more does the 
banker obtain at the expense of manufacturers, 
business men, farmers and laborers. So long 
as the bond-holders are paid in gold and other 
people are compelled to take paper as legal-ten- 
der, it will be the one great object of the bond- 
holder to depress said legal-tenders for all, and 
his special advantage lies in this point. The 
banks are based on the bonds, and the bankers 
now get gold from the government as interest 
on the bonds—their securities—and of course 
they do not wish to see their own bank-bills on 
a par with gold; for, in that case, nobody would 
buy the gold. So long as the banks are not re- 
quired to redeem their own bank-bills the lower 
they go, as compared with gold, the better it is 
for them. What a laughable circumstance— 
bankers delighted with the deterioration of their 
own paper! 

You cannot bring about specie payment until 
interested, active and powerful parties find it to 
their advantage to work in that direction. If

The organist is a great hand at the busi- 
ness, and the way he puts the double shuffles 
into the psalra-tunes is very delighttul _—— 
who cannot distinguish Di Proveaza from Fed- 
eral Street.” His quirks and trills and shakes 
and furbelows at the close of the regular prayer 
are masterly, and possess the advantage of ao 
ing the mind from any oppressive solemnity that 
may have been imparted by the supplication. 

I shall not name the denomination in which 
our church is classed, because, after an attend- 
ance there of some months, I am unable to de- 
termine what it is from the sermons I hear there. 
It is not quite evangelical, and as far from being 
liberal. Sometimes our preacher will come so 
near future retribution that we can almost de- 
tect the odor of a certain subterranean locality ; 
and then, as if alarmed, he will take a leap the 
other way, bringing all out with a strong assur- 
ance of safety, leaving his hearers to say, as 
they depart: ‘‘What a sermon that was!” It 
would be as difficult to classify our church, on 
its merits, as it was that of the native of Barba- 
does, who, when questioned as to his religion, 
replied: ‘‘The Barbadian religion, sir. 

I sometimes think our church comes up to the 
point commended in bis by an old stager, who 
rejoiced that neither politics nor religion was 
ever heard from its pulpit. Our preacher is a 
good man, but he has the ball and chain of ex- 
pediency to hold him in. I was at a spiritual 
seance once where a certain popular divine was 
represented as in a box that titted tight to his 
body up to his chin, his head left free, which he 
could turn from side-to-side. When I hear the 
good man punching the heads of Jews who lived 
thousands of years ago and hammering away at 
delinquents who have been dead for ages I 
think: “*My dear sir, you are boxed, could you 
but see yourself, and in the same fix as my friend 
with the pine jacket just named.” é : 

The ordinary judgment that applies to sinners 
finds no employment in our church, for there 
are no sinners there, to speak of. That sort of 
thing is proper for the slums and low places. 
Sin’s malaria scarcely reaches the high rock on 
which our church is built. The pews are for 
the most part owned by their occupants, who 
fecl it is their duty to support the church, though 
many of them are rarely seen there, and the 
congregation at times may be properly | de- 
scribed by that striking figure of rhetoric, a 
thousand sheep on ten thousand hills. They 
are justified, they deem, in assuming that they 
need no spiritual admonition, and so, as Sunday 
is a day of rest, they do not wish to profane it 
by the labor of getting ready for church, and, 
therefore, take their families out to ride; or the 
weather may be lowery and it is too dull to go 
to church, but just dull enough to visit their 
friends, and so leave their hymn-books to repre- 
sent them in their well-lined pews. There are 
those, however, who cling to an old-fashioned 
belief that attending church may do them some 
goou, though hardly realizing how—like the 
Scotch linen-dresser who said she did not un- 
derstand why the sun bleached the linen, but 
she knew thai it did; others, who with saintly 
spirits come to church and sanctify the dullness 
of formalism with the flavor of their devotion; 
others, strangers within our gates, who drop ip 
frum curiosity, as they might into a caucus; 
lastly, the fashionable, who come to see and be 
admired, as far as admiration may be generous, 
and make clean the outside of the platter of re- 
spectability, which the world looks at and ap- 
plauds. All forma moderate audience to preach 
to, and the scholarly labor of a week exhausts 
itself—here-and-there one humble soul sifting 
the measure of chaff and finding the kernel, 
however small and involved. 

There is but one service per Sunday in our 
church, it having been Gciscovered that more 
would tend to induce a dangerous pressure upon 
the brain. Three services were formerly held, 
until this fear of apoplexy led to the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate the matter, 
which resulted in the discontinuance of the even- 
ing service, without discussion. The afternoon 
service yielded, with but little opposition, wher. 
one moved to add that of the morning, which 
came nigh passing the committee; but the ab- 
surdity of the proposition revealed itself in 
season to prevent its adoption. The closing of 
the church, however, from the first of July to 
the first of September satisfied the mover, as 
being about equivalent to his motion, 

The hour tor assembling in our church is dis- 
tinctiy stated; but there is a great independence 
amony the people, who have established a sort 
of religious exchange and meet in the vestibule 
—made roomy by the architect, who understood 
church needs, to settle such matters as might, 
if lett for some other time, disturb the sacred- 
ness within. Ridding the mind thus of super- 
fluous worldly matter tends to the promotion of 
spiritual harmony. The women and children 
take their places—they can wait; and some fit- 
teen minutes after the Ume it is refreshing to 
note the eagerness with which the male portion 
flock in and deposit their hats and canes without 
making any more noise than they can help. 
Our organist understands this, and plays some 
lively air for them to march in by. Our minis- 
ter remonstrated, and once or twice be had the 
temerity to begin atthe time named; but he saw 
danger in the looks of the people as they came 
in during the invocation, and gaveitup. They 
have another habit of flocking out atthe close of 
the service and ranging themselves along the 
sidewalk in tront of the church, supplying a 
gauntlet of eyes tor the congregation to run— 
what they see forming the subject of pleasant 
conversation during the afternoon. 

In our church the custom prevails of sitting 
during the prayer and rising during the singing. 
Being of the old school myselt, I find it hard to 
meet the change. In the oiden time it was 
deemed reverential to stand during the longest 
prayer, and the fathers were gifted in those days 
with power and extent of supplication that tried 
the devotion of the listener; but it was borne 
as an offering of duty, and nothing but the gout 
could excuse its omission. I manage to go 
through the forms, with some effort; but it is a 
hard strain to have to stand when a hymn is | 
sung, not a word of which I can make out ex- 
cept as [ follow it in my book—and this, when 
my spectacles are at home, as sometimes hap- 
pens, is very difficult.. The length of a prayer 
in the old time might well have offered an ex- 
cuse for sitting; but now, whether the desire is 
more limited or the power less, small fatigue 
Deed be felt by any one choosing to stand. Our 
minister does not worry Heaven nor his flock 
by long petitions, while his sermons scarcely | 
exceed in length the old-time prayer, which | 
comprehended so much more in its scope than | 
its modern substitute. |

‘THe Lion or Lucerne.” — Thorvaldsen 
visited Lucerne for the purpose of inspecting a 
fitting site for the famous monument to the 
Swiss Guards who fell at Paris on the 10th of 
August, 1792. Thorvaldsen had accepted the 
commission and made the design of the lion, 
who lies mortally wounded, with his head and 
one paw resting on the shield of France. It is 
said that the sculptor had never seen a living 
lion—a story that has too much the appearance 
of the marvellous to be readily credited. He 
had, at all events, already modeled one both in 
the “Triumph of Alexander” and in the bas- 
relief of ‘‘Cupid and the Lion,” and in neither 
is any deficiency apparent in the conception of 
the king of beasts. ‘The intention was to have 
executed the monument in bronze, and placed 
it in some prominent part of the picturesque 
city of Lucerne; but his presence there altered 
his views. He saw ata glance the capabilities 
of the peculiar rock in the vicinity, in which 
the lion, solidly hewn in an excavated niche, 
has a far finer effect than any separate structure 
of marble or bronze could have produced.— 
Edinburgh Review.

just reproach of the most intolerable character 
for the sake of the cause he served. Here was 
an instance in which the perfect standard of 
truth did not require the silence to be broken; 
and while the man of sensitive honor would feel 
an impulse to break it, and did feel the impulse, 
as the fact that he recorded the incident shows, 
yet the man of wise self-control would sacrifice 
it as a personal impulse, and confine his protest 
for the time to his own mind, where it could do 
no harm.—ZJnternational Review.

Wasuincton’s Earty Experience as Com- 
MANDER-IN-CHIEF.— Washington had not been 
long in camp when he was called upon to exercise 
his firmness in a manner that for a moment 
threatened disagreeable consequences. ‘The en- 
emy's armed vessels were hovering on the coast, 
seizing small craft, and menacing towns on the 
sea-board. The inhabitants were alarmed, and 
claimed protection. The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts and the Governor of Connecticut ap- 
plied to Washington with a formal request that 
he would detach troops from the army for that 
purpose. To refuse this request was delicate ; 
to grant it dangerous. In the former case, it 
would excite the clamors of the people and the 
dissatisfaction of their rulers; in the latter, it 
would weaken the army so much as to leave the 
camp exposed to a successful assault and the 
country around Boston to insult and ravage. 
The army itself might be dispersed, and the 
hopes of the continent blightedin the bud. He 
did not hesitate. He declined, and stated his 
reasons in language so judicious and forcible as 
to avoid giving offence, and to blunt the edge of 
disappointment. This precedent was followed 
throughout the war. It was established as a 
rule that attacks of the enemy at isolated points 
along the coast must be repelled by the militia 
in the vicinity, except when the continental 
army was in a condition to make detachments 
without jeoparding the general cause. 

There was a project on foot for an expedi- 
tion from Maine against Nova Scotia, which 
some members of the Massachusetts Legislature 
were disposed to aid. Washington discouraged 
it as inexpedient, if not improper. He said the 
inhabitants of Nova Scotia had committed no 
hostilities, and that such an enterprise would be 
a measure of conquest rather than defence, 
which he conceived to be contrary tu the prin- 
ciples upon which the colonies had hitherto 
acted. They had taken up arms to defend their 
liberties, and not to disturb the quiet of their 
neighbors. In such a step, also, there would 
be a risk of making enemies of those who were 
willing to be friends. 

General Gage commanded the British troops 
in Boston. Prisoners had fallen into his hands 
on the eventful day at Bunker's Hill, and he had 
seized other persons accused of disaffection to 
the king. These he had thrown indiscriminate- 
ly into prison, no distinction being made between 
officers, soldiers and citizens. The report went 
abroad that they were treated with great severi- 
Justice to his country and the calls of hu- 
manity made it incumbent on Washington to 
remonstrate against such vonduct. He wrote

Deerrietp’s Bi-CentENNIAL. — These are 
centennial times, and the towns that have no 
historical data to centennialize are few, and are 
getting to be the exception rather than the rule. 
However, Deerfield ‘‘goes one better” than them 
all, and will, next week, celebrate her bi-centen- 
nial, the 200th anniversary of the famous battle 
of Bloody Brook, the most terrible massacre of 
whites in all the annals of New England. A 
pleasant drive of five miles suuth from the Po- 
cumtock House will bring you to the base of 
Sugar Loaf Mountain, where nestles the village 
of South Deerfield, the scene of the massacre. 
To recall that scene and its causes we must 
walk back 212 years into the past, when we 
come to the year 1663, the very year when the 
Massachusetts Legislature gave Eliot, the apus- 
tle of the Indians, a slice of 2000 acres of land 
from the town of Dedham, wherein to settle his 
converts, and, to offset this, the Dedhamite land- 
owners were to choose 8000 acres of unlocated 
land wherever they preferred in the State. So 
they started west and selected this locality, 
called by the Indians Pocumtock, and gave it 
the name of Deerfield. This very year, also, 
Philip, the Indian warrior, succeeded his father, 
Massasoit, as chief of his tribe, and being false, 
unlike his father, who was a gentleman, he 
planned to exterminate the English settlers whom 
he regarded as invaders of his territory, though 
they had bought it of him. 

Hence the bloody war which broke out in 
1675, twelve years later, which has been set 
down in history as King Philip’s war. One or 
two engagements between the Indians and the 
whites had taken place in August of 1675, and 
the colony was up in arms and troops were sta- 
tioned over the State. At Hadley the soldiers 
had nearly eaten up their supplies, and a detach- 
ment of eighty young soldiers with a number of 
teams were sent out to Deerfield to gather the 
large amount of wheat in the fields there, and 
which, it was feared, the Indians might destroy. 
The company was in charge of Capt. Lathrop 
of Salem, and the young men are spoken of 
by the historian Hubbard as being “the very 
flower of the county of Essex.” It is fifteen 
miles from Hadley to Deerfield, and they ar- 
rived safely at the latter place, threshed the 
grain and loaded the wagons, setting out to re- 
turn on the 18th of September. They had seen 
no Indians while at the work, but it seems their 
enemy had watched them. They had travelled 
five miles of their homeward journey, and had 
arrived where we now stand opposite Sugar Loaf 
Mountain, in what is now called South Deerfield. 
The highway here crossed a small stream which 
was ever after called Bloody Brook, on account 
ot the terrible massacre which happened there 
that day. By the roadside a cluster of trees 
stood, native grape-vines growing amid the 
branches. Here 700 Indians were secreted in 
the thicket and watched their opportunity. The 
soldiers and teamsters had halted under the trees 
and were eating of the grapes, entirely off their 
guard, when they sprang upon them, and the 
slaughter of nearly the entire number followed, 
only seven or eight escaping. Capt. Mosely, in 
charge of the garrison at Deerfield, heard the 
noise of the shouting and came to the rescue. 
Major Treat, in command at Hadley, also came 
up, but it was too late to save the young sol- 
diers. Nevertheless, the troops dashed in upon 
the Indians wh» were stripping the dead bodies, 
and they were ro ited with a loss of 96 men, 
while only two of Mosely’s men were killed. 
That night Treat and Mosely and their men 
slept in the Deerfield garrison, and next day 
returned to Bloody Brook to gather up the bod- 
ies of their beloved comrades. One of them, 
Robert Dutch of Ipswich, left for dead the day 
before both by the whites and the Indians, and 
who was stark naked, rose, and with his face 
covered with blood proved to be alive. He lived 
for years thereafter. 
A simple monument was put up on the spot 
of the tragedy soon after, but it wasted away, 
and for many years the place was unmarked 
where fell the ‘flower of Essex.” But in 
1835, on the 30th of September, the people of 
Deerfield, Greenfield, Conway, Shelburne and 
Gill celebrated the anniversary of the sad event. 
The corner-stone of the marble monument that 
now stands on the spot was then laid, and Ed- 
ward Everett delivered the address. Just over 
the bridge where the road:from Old to South 
Deerfield crosses the brook the road divides 
and passes the monument on both sides. Oppo- 
site the monument un the east side of the road 
is the Catholie church. The monument is a 
plain shaft, twenty-six feet high, bearing the 
following inscription :— 
“On this ground, Capt. Thomas Lathrop and 
eighty men under his command, including eight- 
een teamsters from Deerfield, conveying stores 
from that town to Hadley, were ambushed by 
about 700 Indians, and the captain and 76 men 
slain, September 18, 1675. (Old style.) 
‘“‘The soldiers who fell were described by a 
contemporary historian as a choice company of 
young men, the very flower of the county of 
Essex, none of whom were ashamed to speak 
with the enemy in the gate 
‘* «And Sanguinette tells you where the dead 
made the earth wet and turned the unwilling 
waters red.’ 
‘‘The grave of the slain is marked by a stone 
slab, 21 rods south of this monument.” 
Above the inscription these words are en- 
graved, ‘‘Erected August, 1838.” Previous to 
the laying of the corner stone of the monument 
a committee had been appointed to determine 
where the slain were buried in one grave. The 
spot was found and over it was placed the slab 
referred to in the monument’s inscription. This 
marble slab lies directly in the sidewalk, twenty- 
one rods south of the monument, and is only 
marked, “Grave of Capt. Lathrop and men, 
slain by the Indians, 1675.” The names of but 
sixty of these slain are preserved in the State 
records, and it is supposed that number were 
buried here, and the others separately elsewhere. 
Between the bridge over Bloody Brook and the 
monument is a fence by the roadside, and over 
this fence, at this present time, climbs a grape- 
vine, and it is undoubtedly a modern shoot from 
the old roots of the very vine the fruit of which 
was plucked by the gay young soldiers on that 
fatal day, 200 years ago. Be that as it may, it 
is both possible and probable. This incident of 
the soldiers climbing the trees to eat the grapes 
and thereupon being attacked by the Indians 
was illustrated in an old painting that in bygone 
years hung in the dining-room of the old Po- 
cumtock Ifouse at South Deerfield.
